REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the instant claims is based on Applicants' argument 
that the Woessner et al. reference differ form the instant claims in the scope of variable "AR" In 
the instant claims, "AR" is defined as C 3 -Ci 6 alkoxy whereas the Woessner et al. reference 
discloses methoxy. Further, there is a motivation to substitute the methoxy disclose in the 
Woessner et al. reference with a C3-C16 alkoxy, as defined in the instant claims.
